ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one  Lib- 
rary Trustee,  one  Fire  Ward,  and  one  member  of  the  Recrea- 
tion Committee;  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  Clerk,  one  Trea- 
surer, one  Tax  Collector,  one  Highway  Agent,  one  Overseer  of 
Public  Welfare,  one  Police  Chief,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds, 
one  Library  Trustee,  one  Cemetery  Agent,  two  Auditors,  and 
such  other  necessary  town  officers  as  are  required  by  law  to 
be  chosen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  the 
sums  so  borrowed  to  be  paid  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  the  debt  was  incurred  . 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  or  lease  any  or  all  such  parcels  of  real  es- 
tate acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  for 
non-payment  of  taxes,  or  any  or  all  parcels  not  in  public  use, 
or  required  for  public  use;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  the  Town, 
suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such  real  estate,  subject  to  such 
conditions  or  restrictions  as  may  be  voted  by  the  meeting.

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $100.00  from  Sadie  J.  Palmer,  the  income  there 
from  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Frank  Russell, 
Jr.  cemetery  lot  in  George  Hill  Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  sum  of  $100.00  from  Ethel  Cummings,  the  income  there 
from  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Johnson  and 
Cummings  cemetery  lot  number  91  in  the  Lake  View  Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish 
a  Reserve  Fund  to  be  known  as  the  Police  Cruiser  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  replacement  of  police  cruiser  when  necessary, 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  this  year  to  start  such 
fimd,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  Budget  and  raise  or  appropriate  the  various  sums  recom- 
mended and  posted  by  the  Budget  Committee,  or  act  thereon.

Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove,  in  its 
discretion,  plans  showing  new  streets  or  the  widening  thereof, 
or  parks,  and  upon  adoption  of  this  Article  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  the 
County  of  Grafton,  a  certificate  or  note  showing  that  the  said 
Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized,  giving  the  date  of 
authorization,  as  provided  in  Sections  19-29  inclusive,  Chapter 
36  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  annotated,  1955. 

ARTICLE  13.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  Planning  Board  to  investigate  and  prepare  mobile- 
home  park  standards  and  trailer  and  trailer  park  standards 
and  make  recommendations  accordingly  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing or  at  the  latest  the  next  regular  town  meeting. 

ARTICLE  14.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Planning  Board,  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  of  Precinct  Commissioners  to  prepare  and  to 
seek  enactment  at  the  1965  Session  of  the  General  Court  of 
enabling  legislation  authorizing  a  merger  of  the  functions  of

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  1964 


Book  circulation  for  1964  was  approximately  4,500  — 
2,700  adult  books  (which  includes  loans  to  all  High  School 
students)  and  1,800  to  children  of  elementary  school  age. 

Adult  circulation  increased  over  last  year  but  our  statis- 
tics show  a  definite  drop  in  the  use  of  the  Library  by  our  7  th 
and  8th  grade  borrowers  who  are  presumably  making  greater 
use  of  the  Regional  School  library.  Formerly  they  came  to  our 
Library  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons  before  the  school 
bus  left.  Since  the  Regional  school  library  is  weak  in  this  par- 
ticular area  and  it  was  estimated  last  year  that  it  will  probably 
be  five  years  before  that  Library  possesses  a  collection  that 
can  adequately  serve  the  entire  student  body,  then  our  local 
Library  should  continue  to  plan  on  furnishing  supplementary 
reading  for  these  young  people.  In  addition,  our  Trustees  are 
considering  either  a  change  in  the  afternoon  hours  or  opening 
another  evening  a  week  to  meet  this  need.  Some  150  books 
were  purchased  this  year  plus  about  215  gifts  and  about  350 
books  were  borrowed  from  the  State  Bookmobile  service. 

Two  years  ago  we  asked  the  State  Library  to  make  a  survey 
of  our  library  situation.  Of  first  importance  in  this  report 
was  the  need  for  more  space  if  we  were  to  carry  on  the  activi- 
ties now  considered  essential.  Our  library  has  only  25  per  cent 
of  the  number  of  square  foot  floor  space  which  is  the  mini- 
mum requirement  for  a  library  in  a  town  of  our  population 
size.  Many  needed  facilities  were  either  lacking  or  inadequate 
—  no  work  room  —  no  reading  room  —  no  suitable  storage 
space  —  unsatisfactory  separation  of  juvenile  and  adult  ser- 
vices —  poor  lighting,  etc.  Since  the  Librarian  and  Trustees 
had  already  explored  possible  ways  of  gaining  additonal  space 
and  found  no  solution  unless  new  Town  offices  should  even- 
tually be  built  which  would  include  a  new  library,  it  was  decid- 
ed on  the  advice  of  the  State  Librarian  that  our  only  present 
alternative  was  to  do  a  major  weeding  out  of  worn-out  and 
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out  dated  books,  rearrange  and  redecorate  the  present  rooms, 
etc.  Almost  the  entire  summer  was  spent  in  doing  this.  A 
long  set  of  the  National  Geographic  magazine  was  transferred 
to  the  new  Regional  School  library  where  we  felt  they  were  need- 
ed and  would  be  used.  Several  boxes  of  older  fiction  and  dupli- 
cates were  sent  to  the  Veteran's  Hospital  library  in  White 
River  Junction  where  they  were  much  appreciated.  Book 
stacks  were  cleaned  and  rearranged  so  that  a  small  but  com- 
fortable workroom  could  be  set  up  which  now  houses  a  modern 
steel  desk,  three  five-drawer  steel  files,  a  tpying  station,  shelv- 
es for  professional  tools  and  storage  for  unbound  magazines 
and  our  state  and  local  historical  material.  New  fluorescent 
lights  were  installed,  a  new  rubber  tile  floor  laid  and  fresh 
drapes  hung  at  the  windows.  We  are  still  just  as  cramped  for 
space  but  we  do  have  a  workroom  and  what  facilities  we  do 
have  are  clean  and  attractive. 

As  our  financial  report  indicates  this  absorbed  the  greater 
part  of  our  income  this  year  and  means  that  we  bought  only 
a  third  as  many  books  as  usual,  did  practically  no  binding  and 
had  no  available  money  to  add  to  our  historical  collection. 

With  the  passage  of  the  new  State  Library  law,  which  re- 
cognizes a  public  library  as  one  of  the  most  important  educa- 
tional influences  in  a  community,  comes  its  right  to  a  suitable 
place,  a  competent  librarian  and  an  adequate  income.  The 
minimum  recommended  for  support  of  a  public  library  today 
is  $2.00  per  person,  a  goal  we  are  far  from  attaining.  A  re- 
cent survey  shows  that  only  about  a  dozen  of  the  231  public 
libraries  in  New  Hampshire  are  administered  by  professional 
librarians.  This  means  that  most  of  the  fine,  but  untrained, 
people  who  are  doing  the  work  need  help,  particularly  with 
the  technical  processes  —  cataloging  —  classifying  —  pur- 
chasing, etc.  and  beginning  this  year  such  help  will  be  offered 
providing  Library  Trustees  vote  to  join  such  a  cooperative 
system  and  show  that  they  will  try  to  meet  the  minimum  re- 
quirements necesssary  to  qualify  for  grants-in-aid,  etc.  Our 
Library  Trustees  have  attended  meetings  discussing  this  system 
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and  have  voted  to  join  as  a  solution  to  some  of  our  near-future 
problems. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  many  friends  of  the  Library 
who  have  contributed  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  and  to  the 
members  of  our  staff  for  their  willing  help  during  the  many 
extra  hours  of  labor  this  past  summer.  We  would  especially 
like  to  thank  Mr.  Ernest  Evans  for  his  assistance  and  Mrs. 
Helen  D.  Ford  for  her  fine  contribution  to  early  Enfield  his- 
tory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive 
year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten 
inches  and  the  compounding  of  such  drought  conditions,  to- 
gether with  the  many  days  of  strong,  dry  winds,  characterized 
1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  cen- 
tury. Although  our  fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than 
that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight  increase 
and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned  drop- 
ped from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detec- 
tion and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from 
becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in 
this  community  who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  ef- 
ficiently. Our  state  is  now  86%  wooded  and  its  economy  — 
both  industrial  and  recreational  —  is  greatly  dependent  on 
this  forest  resource.  The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  pro- 
tection of  this  great  area  ■ — •  4.350,000  acres  —  is  everyone's 
responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches 
from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  lighting 
matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are 
out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 
chargeable  to  three  causes :  ( 1 )  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape ; 
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(2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3)  smokers.  Let's  be 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires  endanger  property  and 
lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooperation 
we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE  REPORT 


The  following  is  a  report  of  health  activities  con- 
ducted for  Enfield  residents  for  the  year  1964  by  N.  H. 
Division  of  Public  Health,  Public  Health  Nursing. 

At  the  request  of  the  school  nurse  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  school  physician,  immunization  clinics 
were  held  at  the  schools  as  follows :

There  were  no  immunizations  held  in  the  town  for 
preschool  children  during  the  year.  Children  of  Enfield 
were  in\ited  to  attend  clinics  held  in  Canaan  and  Leb- 
anon.

June  18  to  29  the  PTA  of  Mascoma  Regional 
School  sponsored  Pre-schood  Dental  Fluorine  Program 
for  children  3-6  years  of  age.  The  children  attending 
had  dental  cleaning,  four  fiourine  treatments  and  edu- 
cational instruction  on  the  care  of  teeth  and  proper  diet. 
Mrs.  Marjorie  Plaisted  of  the  Division  of  Dental  Pub- 
lic Health  was  the  dental  hygenist  and  46  children  took 
advantage  of  the  program.  This  has  proven  a  very 
worth-while  program.  The  percentage  of  decay  in  the 
permanent  teeth,  of  children  in  Enfield,  has  been  great- 
ly reduced  in  those  who  have  received  the  care  in  pre- 
vious fluorine  programs. 

September  29  a  Sterneedle  Tuberculin  Test  was 
conducted  in  the  schools. 

Enfield  Grade  School  tested     112     reactors     1 

Mascoma  Regional  School      tested     123     reactors     4 
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The  percent  of  reactors  to  the  test  has  lowereed, 
which  helps  prove  the  1)enefit  of  this  program.  Follow- 
ing the  tests,  home  visits  were  made  on  reactors  and 
family  contacts.  All  were  urged  to  have  test  or  chest 
x-rays.  The  cooperation  of  these  families  was  excel- 
lent. A  Chest  X-ray  Clinic  was  held  at  Mascoma  Re- 
gional School  on  October  6,  which  gave  the  opportuni- 
ty of  follow-through.  A  total  of  82  Chest  x-rays  were 
taken  at  this  time.  This  included  student  reactors, 
family  contacts  and  teachers  for  annual  x-ray.  This 
took  the  place  of  Lebanon  Chest  x-ray  and  helped  on 
transportation.  No  active  tuberculosis  was  found  at 
this  clinic. 

The  adults,  of  Enfield  needing  routine  chest  x-rays 
were  notified  of  the  Mobil  X-ray  Clinic  at  Hanover  and 
the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  Lebanon  and  many  took  ad- 
vantage. Written  reports  were  sent  to  all  persons  hav- 
ing chest  x-rays. 

Children  from  Enfield  have  been  seen  at  the  fol- 
lowing : 

N.  H.  Crippled  Children's  Clinic  —  held  at  Hanover. 
N.  H.   Pediatric   Cardiac   Clinic  —  held   at  Hanover. 
Special  Pediatric  —  retarded  Clinics. 
Helped  under  the  N.  H.  Sight  Conservation  Program. 

Home  calls  have  been  made  on  mothers,  babies, 
pre-school  children  and  communicable  diseases  cases 
as  needed. 

My  sincerest  thanks  to  the  School  physicians,  the 
School  Nurse  and  school  personnel  for  their  excellent 
cooperation  My  sincerest  thanks  also  to  the  PTA  for 
the  excellent  service  given  on  the  dental  fluorine  pro- 
gram, and  to  all  others  who  have  given  any  type  of 
assistance  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  programs.  It 
was  all  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Town  Report  for  year  ending  December  31, 
1963  contained  a  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
which  indicated  that  progress  had  been  temporarily 
delayed  due  to  lack  of  Federal  appropriations.  In  May 
and  December  of  1964  Federal  grants  were  finally  ap- 
proved and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  rapid  pro- 
gress has  been  made  by  the  board  in  the  preparation 
of  a   Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Enfield. 

The  first  phase  of  Enfield's  planning  program  has 
been  largely  completed.  This  phase  included  prepara- 
tion of  all  maps  including  aerial  photography,  a  door- 
to-door  survey,  a  physiographic  and  geologic  study,  an 
existing  land  use  study,  a  population  study  and  a  pub- 
lic lands  and  buildings  plan  and  program.  The  details 
of  this  phase  (much  too  lengthy  to  include  in  this  re- 
port) are  in  the  hands  of  all  Planning  Board  members 
and  the  Selectmen. 

In  early  1965  the  Planning  Board  will  be  progress- 
ing to  Phase  II  of  the  Master  Plan  study.  This  phase 
consists  of  analysing  and  evaluating  information  gath- 
ered in  Phase  I.  In  a  broader  sense  it  deals  with  eco- 
nomic considerations ;  trafific,  roads  and  highways ; 
utilities ;  proposed  land  use  and  recommendations  for 
implementation  of  the  Master  Plan. 

Upon  completion  of  Phase  II  (with  a  targ-et  date 
of  early  fall  1965)  the  Planning  Board  will  be  in  a  po- 
sition to  ofTer  specific  programs  for  implementation 
which  could  include  such  items  as  a  preparation  of 
Zoning  Map  and  Ordinance  for  the  town ;  a  capital  im- 
provement program,  including  estimates  and  priorities 
for  capital  expenditures  ;  a  capital  budget  for  five  years, 
indicating  estimated  operating  expenditures  and  a  re- 
sulting tax  rate  based  on  anticipated  changes  in  assess- 
ment and  capital  outlays ;  and  responsibilities  in  carry- 
ing out  the  plan  which  will  be  recommended  for  the 
delegation  of  responsibilities,  both  governmental  and 
civic. 

During  the  past  year  the  board  has  met  regularly 
with  its  consultant,  Mr.  Hans  Klunder  and  at  most  of 
our  meetings  the  State  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  was  represented  by  Mr.  James 
IJghtfoot.  Individual  meetings  were  devoted  to  spe- 
cific items   designated   in   Phase   I  above. 

The  Planning  Board  is  sponsoring  several  import- 
ant articles  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held 
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for  the  Town  and  Precinct  this  year.  One  of  the  most 
important  fo  these  involves  the  mergrer  of  the  functions 
of  the  Town  and  the  Village  precinct  of  Enfield  into 
one  governmental  body.  We  will  be  prepared  at  both 
meetings  to  detail  the  advantages  resulting  from  such 
a  merger.  Another  article  sponsored  by  the  Planning 
Board  which  you  will  find  in  the  Town  Warrant  would 
authorize  the  adoption  of  Subdivision  Regulations. 
This  article  has  the  strong  endorsement  of  your  Plan- 
ning Board.  It  would  provide  for  a  more  orderly 
growth  and  development  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  and 
place  the  cost  of  improvements  on  the  developer  rath- 
er than  the  town.  This  will  be  discussed  in  detail  by 
the  Planning  Board  at  the  annual  meeting  at  which 
time  we  will  seek  your  support. 

From  the  information  gathered  and  presented  to 
us  during  the  year,  we  are  firmly  convinced  that  En- 
field is  in  dire  need  of  planning.  Whereas,  many  of 
the  revelations  were  not  necessarily  surprises,  they  are 
firmly  substantiated.  We  must  admit  surprise  at  many 
of  the  results  of  the  study,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
population,  topographic  and  subsoil  conditions  and  ex- 
isting land  use.  We  feel  that  planning  holds  the  key 
to  the  future  of  Enfield.  We  must  progress  along  an 
orderly  and  well-substantiated  program  to  l)e  a  desir- 
able and  vibrant  community. 

We  are  aware  that  many  of  you  have  felt  the  need 
for  planning,  as  we  have,  over  an  extended  period  of 
time.  We  only  wish  that  each  of  you  could  have  had 
the  benefit  of  each  detail  of  planning  that  we  have  had 
to  date.  If  so,  we  feel  certain  that  you  would  be  as 
enthusiastic  as  we  are  and  would  join  us  in  urging 
all  of  the  citizens  of  Enfield  to  strongly  support  the 
planning  program.  It  is  vital  to  our  future,  and  you 
will  be  assured  of  this  as  we  release  complete  details 
of  our  planning  work,  from  time  to  time,  over  the  next 
several  months.  We  urge  you  to  study  them  and  to 
contact  Planning  Board  members  concerning  any  ques- 
tions that  may  arise  relative  to  the  planning  program. 
Working  together  we  can  make  Enfield  a  happy,  healthy 
community  in  which  we  all  will  be  proud  to  live.

5.  Assisted  Lebanon  officials  in  formulating  a  re-de- 
velopment program  to  effect  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Central  Business  District  which  was  destroyed  in  the 
disastrous  fire.

11     Industrial  land  at  Lebanon  Regional  Airport  re-zon- 
ed for  Industrial  Use  by  the  City  Council  through 
the  joint  efforts  of  the  U.  V.  D.  C.  and  the  Lebanon 
Industrial  Development  Committee.
